Gardner has, since the contest In the Thames, been the victor ina match with 
him, for a distance of twenty lengths, at the Leaf-street Baths, Mancheater, and 
this has emboldened him to put in o challenge to swim Mather in the Thamoa, 
which bas been accepted; and, if all goes well, the contest will take place 
next month, This imparts an nnwonted f{oterest to the competition, and 
apeculation is cife as to who will prove the better man, It is an exceedingly 
difficult queation to decide, as both have great powors of endurance, and both 
are foremost in the rank of swimmers 48 respects skill, The recent race 
between thea was for such a small distance, as compared with the two miles 
in the Thames, that but little can be inferred from that. We can say, how- 
ever, that the race will be one of the most sxciting and interesting description, 
and that both men are well qualified to represent their respective towns. 

We will not at present recapliniate the articles, but merely state that the cup 
has to be held fap three years againat all challengers ; but, to secure good 
faith on the part of the challenger, be bas to stake £25 to a similar amount on 
tho part of the holder of the cup, 

The swimming seaxon promises to be ® very fertile one in svery respect, and 
the competitions for this sup are well calculated to awake publica interest in the 
art. The last contest was witnessed by some thousanda, and, if properly 
managed, tn all probability there will be aven 4 vaster concourse sasembled to 
witness the forthcoming match than on the last occasion,

the Doves, at Hammorsmiih, to Putney Aqueduct, balf an hour after high 
water, from a barge or steamer, as may herea(ter be determined on. Lt will be 
necessary for each competitor to wear drawers. Each one to appolut his own 
umpire, and the Londen Swimming Club to appoint the referee and starter, In 
order to give the competitors’a fair and clear course the above club have deter- 
mined on securing one or two Thames police galleys, and likewise asking the 
valuable assistance of the various cowing clubato send their eights, to give oach

A HALIFAX BXUIBITOR AT THE PARIS DOG

Mr. Jas, T. Rinxy, Southgate, Halifax, was an exhibitor at the late dog show 
in Paria, Ho exhibited twenty-one dogs—nineteen retrievers and two pointers, 
In the former kind, of which he is a well-known breeder, be carried off the 
first and second prizes, 200f. and 100f. respectively. Mr, Riley, a few weeks 
ago, pronented the Emperor Napoleon with # fine brace of ratrievers, and in re- 
turn ho was presented by the Emperor with @ couple of vases from the Sévrea 
Imperial works valued at 4,000 franca, At one of the viaits to the exhibition 
the Emperor ascertained that Mr, Riley was an exhibitor and was in Paris, aud 
during tho day he sent a courier to the hotel at which Mr. Riley was stopping, 
informirg him that the Emperor was anxious to seo Mr. Riley, the “inte 
Englishman,” Mr. Riley of course hastened to the Palace, and had an inter. 
‘view with the Emperor, oceupying about ten minutes, in the course of which be 
expresad himself pleased with the dogs which Mr, Riley had sent him, and cen- 
versed very affably on the show, &. Subsequently, Mr. Riley applied for » 
* pass” to see some of ihe Imperial alghts of Paris and neighbourhood. Mr, 
Riley speedily recoived a letter from the Emperor's secretary, and which 
concluded as followa;—-*Admit Mr, Riley and frionds, Throw open the 
doors to them of whatever will interest them, Let them be thoroughly 
satiated with thelr visit A thousand affectionate compliments,” A 

party of about ten English people, including Mr. Riley, Mr, Matthias Smith, 
Tslifax, who had been one of the judges at the dog show; Mr. John Walker, 
Mrs, Walker, and Miss Walker, of Oakes House, Stiinland, near Halifax, took 
advantage of the favourable opportunity aflorded, and visited the Palace of 
St, Cloud, the imperial atables, dog kennela, shooting boxes, and model farm, 
They also inapectod tha Sévres porcelain works, aud bad the exceeding rare 
privilege granted them of entering the artiste’ room, where painting from 
natural objects, flowers, &c., was boing carried on. During Mr. Riley's stay in 
Paris he had, too, am interview with Baron James 
Rothschild, who bought some of Mr. Riley's 
fine retriever dogs. He eccepted an invitation 
from the Baron to view his r*!ebrated shootin 
grounds and preserves, which sro situa 
about oighteen miles out of Paria; walked 
throngh the Baron's magnificont mansion, and 
with him took breakfast, which was placed on 
the tablo in auch o etyle of grandeur as
